He stated 
that there was some reason for 
the talk of a possible recession in 
the United States late next year 
but mentioned that, while pros

“Canadian business is more 


seriously threatened by restriction 
in overseas markets than is Ameri- 
can,” Mr. Enman stated, adding 
“signs of contraction in overseas 
trade are likely to become more 
apparent in 1953.” 

“On the other hand, the near 
term prospect for capital invest- 
ment seems to be more favorable 
in Canada than in the United 
States, mainly because of the 
big program of resource develop- 
ment in progress in this country. 
Everything suggests that resource 
development in 1953 will continue 


on a very large scale,” he con- 
tinued. 
‘We are wel! endowed in a 


world where minerals, timber ard 
good land are becoming noticeably 
scarcer Im relation to population 
and this fact promises well for 
our future growth and develop- 
ment,’ he said, Citing the Paley 


Report on U.S. resources. Mp. 
Enman said that the United 
States’ new position as a net 
importer of fuels and industrial 


materials was of major importance 
to Canada. 

“We shou'd give increasing at- 
tention to conserving our natural 


resources,”’ Mr. Enman urged. “It
